This college is fortunate in many ways. Most of the bles- 
sings that we enjoy here at MPC have been touched on at one 
time or another by El Yanqui. There is one, however, that has 
received little attention on the El Estero campus. This is the 
sweet lack of fraternities and sororities. 

- These institutions, an outgrowth of ‘“‘herd instinct’’ in all 
of us, are on their way out. Education in the U.S. will be well 
rid of them. Strong medicine, to be sure, for those who still 
wear their little pins in their lapel, and profess a fierce loyalty: 
to an organization which thinks of them only in terms of an 
annual donation. - 

This writer was once affiliated with one of the most power- 
ful national fraternities in the country. On this particular cam- 
pus in the east there was a student body of 1600. This small 
enrollment supported no less than THIRTEEN fraternities and 
ELEVEN sororities, all but three being national organizations. 
The number of so called Independents at this school was small. 
Among this minority two groups were to be found: (1) Rejects, 
or those who didn’t have enough personality or gift-of-gab to 
impress the fraternity brothers during the all-important Rush 

Week. (2) Individualists, or those who came to the college for 
an education rather than a social fling. 

The campus was a hotbed of class distinction. The Inde- 
pendent men were little more than dirt under the feet of the 
fraternity members. The female Independents? There were prac- 
tically none. Most of the girls. who were not invited into a 
sorority simply dropped out of school...usually broken hearted. 
The ones who stayed were social outcasts. 

There was always the pretense of striving for a high grade 
point average, but it was only a facade. The glory-humgry in- 
stitutions actualy were more interested seeing a brother be- 
come a social BWOC...Big Wheel On Campus. 

First semester freshmen always made low grades. This was 
partially due to the difficult transition from high school to col- 
lege level work. But the difficulty of this transition is magni- 
fied a hundred times by the continuous misery of the first sem- 
ester hazing in the fraternities. This hazing is supposed to 
make one a man. 

The whole structure of fraternities and sororities constitutes, 
in this students mind, nothing more than a monsterous impedi- 
ment to proper education. And when he looks back on the com- 
plicated machinations, he becomes slightly ill. R.Y

‘who helps put on a play besides the director and the act- 
ors?’? This was the question during a discussion of the pro- 
blems incidental to producing a play such as The Hasty Heart. 

It is a question that I am very glad to answer; since the 
general public doesn’t hear of the many back-stage ‘‘stars’’ 
whose names remain obscure, but without whose invaluable 
assistance the show would not march. 

Let us just step back-stage and get a quick look at some of 
these epople, who never share in the applause but are just as 
important in show-business as the biggest star on Broadway. 

First there is the wardrobe mistress, and without her, Cor- 
nell La Hepburn probabg couldn’t even find her costume in 
time for the play, just as she couldn’t get into it without the 
help of that smiling young colored woman in the neat uniform, 
jjust hurrying through the door with the big star painted on it. 

The thin, harassed-looking man in the slacks and sneakers— 
the one, there, in the loud sport-coat-—hurrying by with all 
the strange looking objects in his hands, is the prop-man. 

He has a right to look harassed! He has sole charge of every 
single prop used in the play, and there may be ninety-seven, 
ranging in size from a pea to an elephant. 

Now we meet the stage manager. That binder she carries--- 


and guards so jealously---contains the ‘*Book’’; that is, it has 


not only the script, but any changes in the lines that have 
been made, together with detailed directions for their delivery 
by the actors. 

Under and around, over and between these personages are 
stage-hands, electricians, grips, call-boy, and script girl; 
whose titles just about explain their duties. 

Think of them as lower echelon if you like, but believe me 
they are important! Without them the show definitely could not
